Chatham to Be Scene of 


Hearing When Facts in 
Student Shooting Will Be 
Brought Out. 


A special term of the Pittsylvania 


circuit court will be convened 
at 


Chatham tomoriow rnorning by Judge 
Turner Clement for the purpose of 
trying six men who are under indict- 
ment, all of them charged with the 
malicious wounding of M. L. Bovard, 
19-year-old son 01 11. W Bovard, ot 
Sharon, Pa., a student at the Chat- 
ham Training School. The shooting 
took place on May Sth last under 
more 
or 
less 
mysteiious circum- 


stances half a mile from the college 
campus. 
Bovard was brought to a 


local 
hospital 
with a 
bullet 
hole 


through his body and he made what 
physicians at the time described as 
an unusual recovery. 
It is claimed 


that Bovard was shot in revenge for 
his activities in helping Chatham of- 
ficers in their war against bootleggers 
and it is on tlxis theory that the state 
will proceed against the six men most 
of whom, it is understood, will en- 
deavor to set up alibis. 


The men 
under indictment 
are 


Dewey Bflgwell, Robert Easely. A. 
Taylor, Link Boswell. Houston Dun- 
can and Joe Johnson, men ranging 
in ages from 21 to 35 and all said to 
be of Chatham. 


The commonwealth which will be 


represented by Commonwealth's At- 
torney George T. Rison and J. 
"VV 


Carter, of Danville, is understood to 
have summonsed a large number of 
witnesses to Chatham to support a 
case of an. alleged conspiracy to kill 
Bovard. 


Bovard. it is claimed, was deputized 


by Magistrate R. C. Collie, of Chat- 
ham, as a deputy sheriff to assist local 
officers In securing evidence against 
bootleggers. Thjs was done unknown 
to A. H. Carnden, superintendent of 
the school who had no knowledge of 
the affair until after Bovard hasl ap- 
peared in court as a witness. 


One wtefcT-tocTbrc-thr shooting af- 


fray Bovard it is alleged arrested 
Dewey Boswell and charged hirn with 
the sale of liquor. Boswell was tried 
and convicted on the strength of Bo- 


vard's testimony and he was fined". 
Thereafter, the state contends, Bos- 
well an the other five indicted men; 
made threats to 'get' or 'fix' Bovard' 
some of them, it being further alleged"; 
sending mess-ages to the young stu- ' 
dent telling him what to expect. Once,.j 
there was a near set-to in a drug store., 
at Chatham between Bovard and 
friends of Boswell and two days be- 
fore the shooting two cadets who 
upre fired upon, the bullet humming- 
past the head of one of the young 
m«n who in stature resembled Bo< 
yard closely.

Balked at Every Turn 
Find no New Clues. 


(By The Associated Pres.s.) 


NEW BKUNSWICK, N. J.. Oct. 15. 


—The local authorities engaged in the 
Investigation of the month old slay- 
ing of tho Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor Khlnchurdt Mills 
were practically idle today, awaiting 
the order of Supreme Court Justice 
Parker, of Newark, which will de- 
cide whether the case is to continue 
in their hands or be put in charge 
of State Attorney General McCran. 


If Justice Parker's order, which if 


»xpeoHed tomorrow, 
place* the 
in- 


vestigation in the hands of the Mate 
authorities the leads .which have been 
uncovered by the three 
detfctives 


from the state constabulary will be

or of one side or the other." Mr. 
Davis cited experiences during the coaj 
strike last summer as a reason for 
attacking Its functioning. The board, 
he declared was "still struggling; with 
issues raised in the shopcrafts strike 
throught 90 out of 212 railroads oat of, 
their own lnltativ.es have reached sat- 
isfactory agreements -with their em- 
ployes."
